Pope Benedict's Last Lessons 

Pope Benedict XVI surprised us this week as he announced his 
retirement. Please pray for him and for the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit to guide the Church. This pope has been an excellent teacher. 
This week he taught us to pray about important decisions, and then go 
forward with confidence. The pope announced: 

"After having repeatedly examined my conscience before God, 

I have come to the certainty that my strengths, due to an 
advanced age, are no longer suited to an adequate exercise of 
the Petrine ministry. I am well aware that this ministry, due 
to its essential spiritual nature, must be carried out not only 
with words and deeds, but no less with prayer and suffering... 

I have had to recognize my incapacity to adequately fulfill the 
ministry entrusted to me." 

His final Lenten message also teaches an important lesson. Here is an 
excerpt from the text, (http://www.zenit.org/en/articles/pope-benedict- 
xvi-s-lenten-message). 

"Christians are people who have been conquered by Christ's love and 
accordingly, under the influence of that love - "Caritas Christi urget 
nos" ("The love of Christ impels us" 2 Cor 5:14.) - They are 
profoundly open to loving their neighbor in concrete ways. This 
attitude arises primarily from the consciousness of being loved, 
forgiven, and even served by the Lord, who bends down to wash the 
feet of the Apostles and offers himself on the Cross to draw humanity 
into God's love. " 

Have you been conquered by Christ's love? Does the love of Christ 
impel you? That is the heart of the Lenten journey. The U.S. Bishops 
are urging us to encounter Christ's love anew in the Sacrament of 
Penance. See the text from the USCCB on the insert of the bulletin. 
During Lent I will be available more often for confession.

"Edith Stein was born a Jew in what is now Wroclaw, 
Poland, in 1891. She spent much of her adult life 
without practicing any religion, but rather based her 
beliefs on science and philosophy. However, after 
reading the writings of St. Teresa of Avila, she was 
quickly converted to Roman Catholicism. When she 
was 43 years old, she entered a Carmelite monastery, 
and became Sister Teresia Benedicta of the Cross. 
During World War II, the Nazis declared that all 
Jews, even those who had converted to Catholicism 
would be put into concentration camps. Since Edith 
would not renounce her Jewish background, she was 
sent to Auschwitz with other Jews. Because of her 
solidarity with the oppressed Jewish people, she too 
was killed in the gas chambers at Auschwitz. ... She 
was canonized by Pope John Paul II in 1998 and is 
known as St. Teresa Benedict of the Cross. Catholic 
Social Teaching tells us that to live in solidarity is to 
believe and live in the world as members of one 
human family - a family in which we must all take 
care of one another and recognize the worth, rights 
and responsibilities of ourselves and others."
